Death of Marshal La Concha.

P r e s c o t t , July 5.—Advices from 
Hun Carlos say that the Apaches on 
that reserve commenced harvesting 
their grain crops June 23d. 
It is said 
that the crops have been very large. 
In allowing these Indians to return to 
their reserve after the causeless and 
Moody outbreak of February last, Gen. 
Crook made them understand that in 
future their living must be gained by 
hard labor, and in consequence of this 
judicious decision they have since 
been kept steadily at work with good 
results. 
Chacodi, an Apache of some note, 
who absconded from his reserve a 
month ago, was lately arrested in the 
mountains bordering 011 Black River, 
by BergeantPitrul (an efficient Apache 
non-commissioned officer in charge of 
the first company of Apache Scouts) 
svho ordered Chacodi to accompany 
him back to Camp Apache for impris­ 
onm ent in the guard house—Chacodi 
attempted to escape and was shot 
dead. 
P r e sc o tt, July G.—The Miner has 
the following: The Apaches on Verde 
Reserve number from 1,630 to 1,650. 
They are well dressed, well fed, and 
provided with nearly one hundred 
good California horses; they have built 
houses and villages after the manner 
of white people, and all without cost­ 
ing the Government one cent beyond 
the appropriations for food; their veg­ 
etable and corn lields of fifty-seven 
acres are now about ready for use. We 
venture to say that if these Indians 
are not again moved from their re­ 
serve, but are allowed to advance for 
the space of three years in the paths 
of civilization as rapidly as they have 
done since May last, the country will 
not have another tribe as orderly, as 
w ell behaved, as industrious and pro­ 
gressive as this band, which, hut fif­ 
teen months back, was being pursued 
so hotly through the mountains by 
Gen. Crook and his troops. 
We wish 
we could chronicle as satisfactory pro­ 
gress on the part of the Hualapais now 
on the Colorado reserve. The heat 
there is so intense and the country so 
barren that fifty of their horses have 
died, and irrigation is impracticable, 
so that no fields have been planted. 
Altogether their situation is not en­ 
couraging, and we firmly believe the 
selectlon'of such a location as the resi­ 
dence of mountain Indians, who can­ 
not withstand -excessive heat, to have 
been ill advised and precipitate. 


Bamuel Larrison of Cloverdale has 
hauled about 2,000 white-oak staves 
from Lake county within the last 
week, worth about $275 per thousand. 
Larrison is a cooper, and uses these 
staves in making wine-pipes of 150 
gallons capacity. 
He buys and cuts 
the oak trees In* Scott’s Valley, splits 
them in staves, and lets them remain 
on the ground to season until the fol­ 
lowing year, when he hauls them to 
Cloverdale. 


Dr. Stockton, living about sixteen 
m iles from Bakersfield, Kern county, 
informs the Tulare Times that he last 
year raised 1,200 pounds of the finest 
sweet potatoes on the sixth of an acre 
of ground, and that this year he is 
cultivating four acres of them, and 
expects a yield of four tons to the 
acre. 


The Treasury Department is making 
arrangements to retire the mutilated 
currency. 
Under the provisions of 
the currency law just passetl by Con­ 
gress, sums of $1,000 of mutilated cur­ 
rency, the issue of one or numerous 
banks, may be sent to Treasurer Spin­ 
ner and new greenbacks obtained in 
.exchange. 


A young man named W m. J.Cooper, 
a member of the Sacramento Light 
Artillery, lost his right arm at Marys­ 
ville on Friday night by the prema­ 
ture discharge of the cannon while 
firing a salute for the reception of the 
Yuba Light Infantry or Camptou- 
ville. 


From the San Francisco G uardian. 
Another of the great captains of 
Spain lias fallen on the battle-field. 
One of that race of war-scarred veter­ 
ans which has been the glory and the 
pride of Spain for ages, has lost his life 
in the fierce heat of sectional strife. 
La Concha was a soldier worthy of 
rank by the sitie of Leopoldo O’Don­ 
nell. 
Although in chief command of 
the Republican forces of the North, he 
was, at heart, a firm adherent to the 
cause of Prince Alfonso. 
He was re­ 
garded with suspicion by Serrano and 
the Republican Cabinet, and it was 
only the fame of his great generalship 
ami the popular ignorance of what side 
he espoused that placed him in the 
supreme command of the army ®f the 
North. Success was only to be had by 
a great general. The Carlist forces 
were advancing in strength, and Con­ 
cha alone could have arrested their 
course. The best military leaders ltad 
failed of success. Moriones and Primo 
de Rivera all retired from the com ­ 
mand, and the aged La Concha was, 
perhaps, the only man in Spain equal 
to the occasion. 
Of his success we 
have already learned. Manuel Gutier­ 
rez de la Concha was born at Tucu- 
man, the ancient viceroyalty of Bue­ 
nos Ayres, in the year 1H08. 
He was 
the son of General Juan de La Concluí 
—him self a distinguished soldier of 
Spain. 
After an education at the best 
military schools, he became a cadet of 
tlic Spanish Guards in 1820, and shortly 
afterwards an ensign in the Royal 
Guard of 1825, and in 1832, a lieuten­ 
ant of infantry. At the outbreak of 
the seven years war of the Dynasties 
in 1832, he sought and obtained an im­ 
portant position in the army of the 
North, and played a very distinguished 
part in the engagements which took 
place in the Basque-Navarre prov­ 
inces. 
H e was gazetted a captain of 
infantry in October, 1839. 
For his 
meritorious services at the battles of 
Menduza and Zuniga, he was elevated 
to the rank of Commandant. Then 
rapidly rising to a lieutenant-colon- 
elcy—for he needed only the occasion 
to display a wonderful strategy and 
superior military abilities—alter the 
siege of Belascoain and the battle of 
the Pass of Arga, on the 28th of June, 
1S3S, he was appointed a colonel of in­ 
fantry. 
The Government highly ap­ 
preciating his worth elevated him to 
the high rank of Brigadier-General in 
1839, and after his success at the tak­ 
ing of Casteiiote in 1840, the baton of 
Field-Marshal was placed in his hands. 
In the same year he was appointed 
Commander-General of the provinces 
of Cuenca, Guadalajara and AJbecte. 
On the 13th of June, by a splendid 
coup de main, at Olmedilla, lie com ­ 
pletely routed the factions of Balma- 
ceda and Palacois, numbering 6,600 
infantry and 7,009 cavalry. This was 
a most important movement, for it 
was the intention of the Carlist troops 
to make prisoners of the fam ily of 
Queen Christina, who were at Maga- 
cete, a short distance from the scene 
of the engagement, and but one day’s 
journey from the Carlist stronghold. 
The royal fam ily would, undoubtedly, 
have been captured but for the bold 
stroke of La Concha in the very heart 
O: the enem y’s ter itory. 
Not long 
afterwards he was made Commander- 
in-ch ief of the expedition to Poitugal, 
having for its object the restoration on 
the throne of that kingdom Dona Ma­ 
ria (le la Gloria. 
In this, as in all 
other achievements, he was em inently 
successful. 
H e overcame the forces of 
Count Das Antas at Oporto on the 30th 
of June, 1847, quieted the spirit of re­ 
bellion, and left Dona Maria in full 
and undisturbed 
possession of her 
rights. 
For this signal achievem ent 
he was created Marquis of Duero, with 
the rank of Grandee of the First Class. 
Again, in 1848, lie terminated the un­ 
equal fortune of the second Carlist war, 
in the province of Catalonia. 
On the 
21st of May, 1849, lie reached the high 
grade of Captain-General of the army 
of Spain, occupying a rank second 
only to the Regent, General Espar­ 
tero. 
Since 1849, lie has lived in re­ 
tirement, passing his declining days 
in the quiet of his family circle. 
It 
was only a short time ago, when Ser­ 
rano, to save him self from defeat at 
the hands of the Carlists, placed the 
veteran General in supreme command 
of the Republican ariuy. 
Four-score 
years had not sufficed to quench the 
warlike ardor that still burned within 
the soldier’s breast. 
He fell gallantly 
leading his troops up the heights of 
Estelfa, and, according to recent ad­ 
vices, his death was the signal for the 
immediate retreat of the Republican 
force. 
He was the only General in 
Spain capable of checking the Carlist 
advance, and yet if we are to believe 
reliable reports, he was a firm sup­ 
porter of the claims of Prince Alfonso, 
the son of Queen Isabella, whom he 
desired to see placed upon the throne. 
It is clear that S eran o and his adher­ 
ents are in great straits, and that the 
crisis is fast approaching. The late 
victories of the Carlists are a knell to 
the revolution which has already too 
long disgraced the fair land of Ferdi­ 
nand and Isabella. 


Rather more than three hundred 
years ago, a ship partly laden with 
green birds captured in the Canary 
Islands, having been 
wrecked near 
Elba, the birds made their escape, 
Hew to the island, and settled them­ 
selves. Numbers of them were caught 
by the inhabitants, and on account of 
their sprightly vivacity a«d the bril­ 
liancy of their voice they soon became 
great favorites, and rapidly spread 
over Europe. The original color of 
the canary is not the bright yellow 
with which its feathers are generally 
tinted, but a kind of dappled olive 
green, black and yellow, either color 
predominating according to circum­ 
stances. 
By careful management the 
bird fanciers are able to produce cana­ 
ries of every tint between the three 
colors, having instituted a set of rules 
by which the quality and arrange­ 
ment of coloring is reduced to a regu­ 
lar system. 
Still the original dappled 
green is always apt to make its appear­ 
ance and even when two colored birds 
are mated, a green one is pretty sure 
to be found in the nest. 
For my own 
part I care little for the artificial va­ 
rieties produced by the bird fanciers, 
and to me an intelligent bird and a 
good songster is not one whit the less 
attractive because the colors of its 
plumage are not arranged according to 
the fancier’s rules.

Prescott, July 5.—Advices from 
San Carlos say that the Apaches on 
I hat reserve commenced harvesting 
their grain crops June 23d. It is said 
that the crops have been very large. 
In allowing these Indians to return to 
their reserve after the causeless and 
bloody outbreak of February last, Gen. 
Crook made them understand that in 
future their living must be gained by 
hard labor, and in consequence of this 
judicious decision they have since 
"been kept steadily at work with good 
results. 
Chacodi, an Apache of some note, 
who absconded from his reserve a 
month ago, was lately arrested in the 
mountains bordering on Black River, 
by Sergeant Pitrul (an efficient Apache 
non-commissioned officer in charge of 
the iirst company of Apache 8couts) 
who ordered Chacodi to accompany 
him back to Camp Apache for impris­ 
onment in the guard house—Chacodi 
attempted to escape and was shot 
d e a d . 
P r e s c o t t , July G.— The Miner has 
the following: The Apaches on Verde 
Reserve number from 1,630 to 1,650. 
They are well dressed, well fed, and 
provided with nearly one hundred 
good California horses; they have built 
houses and villages after the manner 
of white people, and all without cost­ 
ing the Government one cent beyond 
the appropriations for food; their veg­ 
etable and eoru tields of flfty-seven 
acres are now about ready for use. We 
venture to say that if these Indians 
are not again moved from their re­ 
serve, but are allowed to advance for 
the space of three years in the paths 
of civilization as rapidly as they have 
done since May last, the country will 
not have another tribe as orderly, as 
well behaved, as industrious and pro­ 
gressive as this band, which, hut fif­ 
teen months back, was being pursued 
so hotly through the mountains by 
Gen. Crook and his troops. 
We wish 
we could chronicle as satisfactory pro­ 
gress on the part of the Hualapais now 
on the Colorado reserve. The heat 
there is so intense and the country so 
barren that fifty of their horses have 
died, and irrigation is impracticable, 
so that no fields have been planted. 
Altogether their situation is not en­ 
couraging, and we firmly believe the 
selection of such a location as the resi­ 
dence of mountain Indians, who can­ 
not withstand excessive heat, to have 
been ill advised and precipitate. 


Hamuel Larrison of Cloverdale has 
hauled about 2,000 white-oak staves 
from Lake county within the last 
week, worth about $275 per thousand. 
Larrison isa cooper, and uses these 
staves in making wine-pipes of 150 
gallons capacity. He buys and cuts 
the oak trees in' Scott’s Valley, splits 
them in staves, and lets them remain 
on tiie ground to season until the fol­ 
lowing year, when lie hauls them to 
Cloverdale. 


Dr. Stockton, living about sixteen 
miles from Bakersfield, Kern county, 
informs the Tulure Times that he last 
year raised 1,200 pounds of the finest 
sweet potatoes on the sixth of an acre 
of ground, and that this year he is 
cultivating four acres of them, and 
expects a yield of four tons to the 
acre. 
The Treasury Department is making 
arrangements to retire the mutilated 
currency. Under the provisions of 
the currency law just passed by Con­ 
gress, sums of $1,000 of mutilated cur­ 
rency, the issue of one or numerous 
banks, may be sent to Treasurer Spin­ 
ner and new greenbacks obtained in 
exchange. 


A young man named Wm. J.Cooper, 
a member of the Sacramento Light 
Artillery, lost his right arm at Marys­ 
ville on Friday uiglit by the prema­ 
ture discharge of the cannon while 
Aring a salute for the reception of the 
Yuba Light Infantry of Camptou- 
ville. 


Death of Marshal La Concha. 


F rom th e S a n F ran cisco G uariliau. 
Another of the great captains of 
Spain has fallen on the battle-field. 
One of that race of war-scarred veter­ 
ans which has been the glory and the 
pride of Spain for ages, has lost his life 
in the lierce heat of sectional strife. 
La Concha was a soldier worthy of 
rank by the side of Leopoldo O’Don­ 
nell. 
Although in chief command of 
the Republican forces of the North, he 
was, at heart, a firm adherent to the 
cause of Prince Alfonso. He was re­ 
garded with suspicion by Serrano and 
the Republican Cabinet, and it was 
only the fame of his great generalship 
and the popular ignorance of what side 
lie espoused that placed him in tiie 
supreme command of the army ®f the 
North. Success was only to he had by 
a great general. The Carlist forces 
were advancing in strength, and Con­ 
cha alone could have arrested their 
course. The best military leaders luid 
failed of success. Morlones and Primo 
de Rivera all retired from the com­ 
mand, and the aged La Concha was, 
perhaps, the only man in Spain equal 
to the occasion. Of his success we 
have already learned. Manuel Gutier­ 
rez de la Concha was born at Tucu- 
mati, the ancient viceroyalty of Bue­ 
nos Ayres, in the year 1808. He was 
ttie son of General Juan de La Concha 
—himself a distinguished soldier of 
Spain. After an education at the best 
military schools, he became a cadet of 
the Spanish Guards in 1820, and shortly 
afterwards an ensign in the Royal 
Guard of 1825, and in 1832, a lieuten­ 
ant of infantry. At the outbreak of 
the seven years war of the Dynasties 
in 1832, lie sought and obtained an im­ 
portant position in the army of the 
North, and played a very distinguished 
part in the engagements which took 
place in the Basque-Navarre prov­ 
inces. He was gazetted a captain of 
infantry in October, 1839. 
For his 
meritorious services at the battles of 
Mendaza and Zuniga, he was elevated 
to the rank of Commandant. Then 
rapidly rising to a lieutenant-colon- 
eley—for lie needed only the occasion 
to display a wonderful strategy and 
superior military abilities—alter the 
siege of Belascouin and the battle of 
tlie Pass of Arga, on the 28th of June, 
1S3S, lie was appointed a colonel of in­ 
fantry. The Government highly ap­ 
preciating his wortli elevated him to 
the high rank of Brigadier-General in 
1839, and after his success at the tak­ 
ing of Castellote in 1810, the baton of ' 
Field-Marshal was placed in his hands. 
In the same year lie was appointed 
Commander-General of the provinces 
of Cuenca, Guadalajara and Ajbecte. 
On the 13th of June, by a splendid , 
coup de main, at Olmedilla, be com­ 
pletely routed the factions of Balma- 
ceda and Palacois, numbering 0,000 
infantry and 7,000 cavalry. This was 
a most important movement, for it 
was the intention of the Carlist troops 
to make prisoners of the family of 
Queen Christina, who were at Muga- 
cete, a short distance from the scene 
of the engagement, and but one day’s 
journey from the Carlist stronghold. 
The royal family would, undoubtedly, 
have been captured but for the bold 
stroke of La Concha in the very heart 
o-' tlie enemy’s ter itory. Not long 
afterwards he was made Commander- 
iti-Chief of theexpedition to Poitugal, 
having for its object the restoration on 
the throne of that kingdom Dona Ma­ 
ria do la Gloria. 
In this, as in all 
other achievements, lie was eminently 
successful. He overcame the forces of 
Count Das Antas at Oporto on the 30th 
of June, 1847, quieted the spirit of re­ 
hellion, and left Dona Maria in full 
and undisturbed possession of her 
rights. 
For this signal achievement 
he was created Marquis of Duero, with 
the rank of Grandee of the First Class. 
Again, in 1848, he terminated the un­ 
equal fortune of the second Carlist war, 
in the province of Catalonia. On the 
21st of May, 1849, he reached the high 
grade of Captain-General of the army 
of Spain, occupying a rank second 
only to the Regent, General Espar­ 
tero. Since 1849, he has lived in re­ 
tirement, passing his declining days 
in the quiet of his family circle. It 
was only a short time ago, when Ser­ 
rano, to save himself from defeat at 
the hands of the Carlists, placed the 
veteran General in supreme command 
of the Republican army. Four-score 
years had not sufficed to quench the 
warlike ardor that still burned within 
the soldier’s breast, 
lie fell gallantly 
leading bis troops up the heights of 
Estelfa, and, according to recent ad­ 
vices, his death was the signal for the 
immediate retreat of the Republican 
force. He was tiie only General in 
Spain capable of checking the Carlist 
advance, and yet if we are to believe 
reliable reports, he was a firm sup­ 
porter of the claims of 1’rlnce Alfonso, 
the son of Queen Isabella, whom he 
desired to see placed upon the throne. 
It is clear that Serrano and his adher­ 
ents are in great straits, and that tiie 
crisis is fast approaching. The late 
victories of the Carlists are a knell to 
the revolution which has already too 
long disgraced the fair land of Ferdi­ 
nand and Isabella. 


Rather more than three hundred 
years ago, a ship partly laden with 
green birds captured in the Canary 
Islands, having been wrecked near 
Elba, the birds made their escape, 
flew to the island, and settled them­ 
selves. Numbers of them were caught 
by the inhabitants, and on account of 
their sprightly Vivacity and the bril­ 
liancy of their voice they soon became 
great favorites, and rapidly spread 
over Europe. The original color of 
the canary is not the bright yellow 
with which its feathers are generally 
tinted, but a kind of dappled olive 
green, black anti yellow, either color 
predominating according to circum­ 
stances. By careful management the 
bird fanciers are able to produce cana­ 
ries of every tint between the three 
colors, having instituted a set of rules 
by which the quality and arrange­ 
ment of coloring is reduced to a regu­ 
lar system. Still the original dappled 
green is always apt to make its appear­ 
ance and even when two colored birds 
are mated, a green one is pretty sure 
to be found in tiie nest. For my own 
part I care little for the artificial va­ 
rieties produced by the bird fanciers, 
aud to me an intelligent bird and a 
good songster is not one whit the less 
attractive because the colors of its 
plumage are not arranged according to 
tiie fancier’s rules.

Messrs. H e l l m a n ,T h om p son , H a n­ 
s e n , M il e s and others have just re­ 
turned fro m C ucam ongo, where they 
have been to make an examination 
and preliminary arrangements for de­ 
veloping the water supply for the use 
of the shareholders. Mr. H a n s e n , 
who knows every inch of this county 
and who lias followed his profession of 
surveyor and engineer in it for twenty 
years, pronounces this homestead 
tract the most beautiful location and 
the finest soil for orange and grape 
culture that can be found in the 
orange belt. It has excellent drain­ 
age, which is just as necessary as an 
abundance of water. 
Mr. H a n s e n 
after measuring the stream at the 
point of divertion, and calculating the 
velocity and fall and leaving the 
broadest margin for dry seasons, etc., 
estimates seventeen millions of gal­ 
lons as the quantity that will be de­ 
livered daily (through a twenty-two 
inch pipe) into the large reservoir on 
the company's land, irrigating daily, 
if necessary, 350,000 trees.

A Prophecy. 


V ic t o r ia W o o d iiu l l has uttered a 
prophecy. She predicts that Califor­ 
nia will become the banner State in 
the great free love movement. While 
we have not unbounded faith in V ic ­ 
t o r ia 's prophetic powers, we should 
not be in the least astonished to see 
this one of her predictions fully veri­ 
fied. California is a fine field for this 
or any other vague, theoretical, im­ 
practical, absurd ism or doctrine. Asa 
whole, California men and women are 
honorable and virtuous. As a com­ 
munity, our moral character is as 
high and pure as that of any given 
number of men and women honoring 
the American eagle as their favorite 
bird and looking upon the star-span­ 
gled banner as their national emblem. 
Eut in proportion to our population we 
have as many theorists, Utopian 
dreamers and dissatisfied seekers after 
earthly impossibilities as may be found 
anywhere in the world. Many men 
who think more of somebody else’s 
wife than they doof theirown; women 
who think other women’s husbands 
better than their own; men and wom­ 
en both who have no very high opin­ 
ion of man’s faitli nor woman’s con­ 
stancy; husbands and wives who are 
dissatisfied with their present compan­ 
ions and would be dissatisfied witli any 
that they were compelled to remain 
with longer than a month. All these 
will become converts to V ic t o r ia ’s 
doctrine. That we have enough of 
this class to make ours the banner 
State in the free love crusade, is more 
than we care to hazard our reputation 
as a reliable, truth-telling journalist 
by saying. Yet V ic t o r ia has said it, 
and we repeat that we should not be 
surprised if the result proved her a 
prophetess. 
The Supreme Court of Massachu­ 
setts has rendered a decision which 
appears to be both unjust and ludi­ 
crous. On the question of the legal 
right of the Board of School Trustees 
to exclude ladies from seats in such 
bodies, the Court held that the School 
Committee is the sole judge of its own 
membership. Ladies had been elected 
School Trustees, but the Board of Ed­ 
ucation refused to issue their certifi­ 
cates of election. The point is a little 
too fine for practical, everyday life. If 
a Board of School Trustees have this 
power, has not a Board of Supervisors 
the right to arrogate to themselves the 
same power, and if so, why may not a 
ring in such a Board keep all whom 
they do not wish to sit among them 
out of their seats altogether? In the 
case of these Boston ladies, the deci­ 
sion of the Court is a direct setting 
aside of the will of the people. Their 
election was legal and constitutional, 
and they are entitled to their certifi­ 
cates. 
How easy it is for people to be mis­ 
taken is illustrated in the case of the 
half-idiotic old man, K o s h , who was 
arrested some time ago at Salt Lake 
on a suspicion of being the old fiend 
B e n d e r . The latter is said to be in­ 
telligent in appearance, of good ad­ 
dress and affable in manners; yet 
when K o sh was first taken those who 
knew B e n d e r were so confident that 
he was the man, that a strong guard 
was necessary to keep them from 
hanging the old man, who was a« 
much unlike the Kansas fiend as chalk 
is uulike cheese. The B e n d e r s are 
«till at larsre.

Colonel S t r o n o of Merced 
county, who lias done more than any 
oilier man on the I’acific Coast to dem­

The Rev. O t is does not 
like Germans, and he does like Chi­ 
nese. He would do this country a 
service by leaving it, and he might 
add to the material of the Celestial 
fool-killer by returning to China. 


Co n g r e s s has made a new appro­ 
priation of $90,000 for defraying the 
expenses incurred in surveying Gov­ 
ernment lands. Of this sum, $00,000 
are to be expended in surveying public 
lands and $30,000 in the survey of 
private claims. The appropriation is 
now subject to the order of the United 
States Surveyor-General, and we 
would respectfully call his attention 
to the fact that he may judiciously 
and beneficially expend a portion of 
it in the southern portion of Califor­ 
nia. There are in the southern coast 
counties a number — in fact, a 
great many — townships that have 
never been surveyed. That this lias 
so long been neglected works a serious 
injury to the country in the way of re­ 
tarding the settlement of the lands in 
question. If this item meets the eye 
of the Surveyor-General, and of course 
it will, we trust he will give our sug­ 
gestion due consideration. 


P h il a d e l p h ia has an active and 
industrious ring of thieves in her city 
officials.

about half that of New York. The 
annual expense of the city govern­ 
ment is $20,000,000, and the rate of 
taxation is now $2 20 on the $100.

Prof. Denton left for Riverside yes­ 
terday, where he will spend a few days 
visiting among relations. 
He will 
return to the city and open his course 
of lectures on the 15th inst. 
Mrs. Teodoli, teacher of music, gives 
her scholars a vacation of one month 
during the heated season. ¡She will 
have a gathering of her pupils at her 
residence Saturday afternoon on tho 
closing of the term. 
A German, about sixty yearsof age, 
in the employ of Mrs. Weinshenk on 
Han Pedro street, was overcome by 
the heat on Tuesday, and has since 
been out of his mind.

The steamer Constantino will arrive 
at Sau Pedro this morning and pas­ 
sengers will take the 10 a . m . train for 
Han Diego.

We are glad to note that Col. J. J. 
Warner lias been appointed United 
States Commissioner in bankruptcy 
for this district. He has already filed 
his requisite bond and will soon make 
a trip to Sau Francisco to take his 
oath of office and be regularly in­ 
stalled. 
At 0 o’clock Tuesday evening the 
Senator and Los Angeles left Wil­ 
mington together for San Francisco, 
with a general understanding that 
there would be a trial of the speed of 
the two vessels outlie voyage up. At 
7:30 a. M. yesterday the Los Angeles 
left Santa Barbara and at 110011 the 
Senator had not reached that point. 
It looks very much as though the Sen­ 
ator is doomed to come out second 
best in the contest according to tlie 
reports. 
The funeral of the late John Goller 
occurred at half-past 4 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon, under the auspices of 
L. A. Lodge No. 42, F. & A. M., of 
which deceased was a member. Mr. 
Goller was one of the party whose 
members nearly all perished while 
prospecting in Death Valley in 1849. 
He was the first blacksmith who set­ 
tled in Log Angeles. The deceased 
wasXorty-uine years old on the day of 
his death. He leaves a family of 
three daughters, his wife having been 
dead about a year. 
La Crónica pays this handsome com­ 
pliment to our fellow townsman and 
young orator, R. Hudson: “ The amia­ 
ble and distinguished young man, 
Mr. Rodney Hudson, was presented to 
the public as Orator of the day. The 
oratorical faculties of this young man 
are notable; his voice and pronuncia­ 
tion clear and sonorous, ids looks, all 
manifest that he has made a study of 
popular eloquence. His speech, al­ 
though very short and substantial, 
pleased everybody, as lie spoke of 
everything and said nothing to offend 
any class of persons.” 
A man whose name is supposed to 
be Welch, lately employed at ¡Schultz’s 
dairy, made an attempt at self-de­ 
struction, on Main street, in front of 
Moran’s paint shop, Tuesday. He 
cut himself on the left arm with a 
razor, inflicting several severe wounds 
and severing a small vein, from which 
lie bled profusely. While engaged in 
the self-sustained surgical operation 
he attracted the attention of some 
passers by who forcibly restrained 
him from doing further damage to 
himself, and delivered him into the 
hands of the officers. He was taken 
at once to the office of Drs. Stanway & 
Jansco, where his wounds were 
dressed and then he was lodged in 
jail, out of harm’s way. The cause 
o f the man’s singular conduct is un­ 
known. 
The new steamer Los Angeles of the 
Goodall, Nelson & Perkins'line which 
is how returning to San Francisco 
after her trial trip dowu the coast, is 
said to be a finely appointed and fast 
sailing craft. She was formerly 
known as the revenue cutter Wyanda, 
but has been so completely trans­ 
formed and refitted, us to become to 
all intents and purposes a new ship. 
The Los Angeles has demonstrated 
the fact that she will run eleven miles 
on hour on legs than ten tons of coal 
per day. This steamer has first-cabin 
accommodations for 100 passengers, 
and Is furnished besides with four 
bridal state-rooms.

fitted up, and the accommodations 
throughout are first-class. The offi­ 
cers of the Los Angeles are: Captain 
G. Debney, formerly of the Ventura; 
Purser, Wm. 1). Hturges, First Officer, 
D. Davis; Second Officer, John Sulli­ 
van; Chief Engiueer, John Hutton, 
Second Engineer, J. Snooks; Steward, 
Wm. A. Burton.

centrally located in the best val­ 
ley on the Globe. 


Some Pumpkins. 
Senator Maclay furnishes us an an­ 
ecdote which illustrates more fully 
the wonderful productiveness of this 
valley than anything else which lias 
came under our notice. Last Fall, the 
Senator in company with John Quincy 
Adams, of Massachusetts, while visit­ 
ing this country, made a flying trip 
to Los Nietos. In a field there they 
noticed some pumpkins which ap­ 
peared to them of extraordinary size, 
and they remarked this fact to the 
owner of the ranch. “ Them,” said 
the simple-minded agriculturist, “big? 
Nothing but dwarfs—blasted on the 
vines before they matured. Last year 
was better for pumpkins than this'll, 
and I grew some on ’em as was a cau­ 
tion. One was so big that we couldn’t 
load it into a wagon, even if we had a 
wagon large enough and strong enough 
to hold it. It was quite a considerable 
sized fruit. We concluded that it 
would be too expensive to build a 
truck especially to haul it, and put up 
the hoisting machinery necessary to 
raise it off the ground, so we gota 
force together and just rolled it over 
into the next field. Then tlie ’a i sof 
the town made a sort of picnic and 
came and dug into one side of it and 
worked up, I think, nigh on to two 
thousand pumpkin pies from the 
small part which they took away. 
They supplied the whole town, and 
all the country around, with pies and 
some was sent to Los Angeles and 
some to Han Francisco. The pies were 
quite a curiosity, you see, coming 
from so large a vegetable. Well, that 
only made a small hole in one side of 
the pumpkin, and afterwards we 
turned a drove of hogs inside of it—a 
hundred or so—an’ shut them up. In 
about a month they ate t Heir way 
through and came out about tlie fat­ 
test lot of hogs I ever set eyes on. So 
in one way and another wo got shed 
of the pumpkin, and what wasn’t 
used otherwise, we used for fertilizing 
my ranch and others in the neighbor­ 
hood. All that is left now is tlie 
seeds. Them ttie ladies as made the 
pies took out, and we used them to 
shingle the church with.” We are 
informed that the church is still stand­ 
ing at Los Nietos as an evidence of 
the truthfulness of this story. 


Building Notes. 
Mr. Ducommun has concluded to add 
another story to his building soon to 
be erected on the corner of Main and 
Commercial streets, making it three 
stories high, instead of two, as first 
contemplated. 
Mr. A. M. Shannon has just secured 
the contract for building two cottages 
for Mr. Hutchinson on Spring street, 
between Eighth and Ninth. 
Mr. L. W. Heilman will soon award 
the contract for building four frame 
cottages on Second street, between 
Fort and Spring. 
Mr. Perry will soon erect a residence 
in the eastern part of the city, at a cost 
of $2,500. 
Plans are drawn for a cottage to be 
built for Mr. Trudell, costing about 
$3,000. 
Work has been commenced upon 
Mr. Armestoy’s store to be erected on 
the corner of Alameda and Aliso 
streets. The old frame building for­ 
merly occupying that place will be 
moved back into the corral. The 
new building will be brick, 40x55 feet, 
with two stories and basement.
